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Peterborough Cathedral has great historic interest. 
The monastery which was founded on its site in 655 was 
one of the earliest seats of Christianity in England. Since 
the destruction of that building in 870 it has besn re¬ 
built twice, the Cathedral as now standing being com¬ 
menced in 1117. The west front is one of the most 
beautiful examples of architectural art in England, and 
was finished in the year 1285.
